Storms wreak havoc 


Flooding forces hundreds 
in Calif, to leave homes

LOS ANGELES Hundreds of people living below fire- 
stripped mountains were under orders to leave their 
homes Wednesday as another Pacific storm churned 
toward Southern California on the heels of power- 
ful systems that have flooded coastal communities, 
spawned a tornado and killed two people. 

Los Angeles County and city authorities issued 
mandatory evacuation orders in advance, saying 
residents of more than 600 homes would have to 
be out by 9 a.m., just ahead of the storm’s expected 
midday arrival. 

The homes are in communities in the foothills and 


canyons below the rugged San Gabriel Mountains, 
where more than 250 square miles of forest burned 
away last summer, and public safety officials warned 
that basins designed to capture debris-laden runoff 
were full after two days of storms. 

Slippery slopes weren’t confined to the burn 
areas. Early Wednesday, a car-size boulder fell onto 
an offramp of U.S. 101 near Hollywood. 

The National Weather Service said the new 
storm would pack 60 mph gusts along the Southern 
California coast and valleys, and up to 80 mph at 
higher elevations, while dropping rain at up to 1 1/2 
inches per hour. 

Up to 5 inches of rain was forecast through the 
day for some mountain areas, forecasters said. 

Warnings for coastal flooding, gales, snow and 
high surf were posted up and down the state, but 


the concern was extreme in Southern California, 
where vast areas scorched by wildfires in the past 
two years have left landscapes denuded of vegeta- 
tion that would normally capture or slow runoff. 

The foothills northeast of Los Angeles already 
have received almost 5 inches of rain since Sunday, 
Department of Public Works Director Gail Farber 
said. 

County Fire Chief P. Michael Freeman begged 
residents to heed evacuation orders. He said public 
safety officials are racing against Mother Nature. 

‘And if she wins the race, there’s no way we can 
assure that firefighters, as well-equipped and as 
trained as they are, will be able to get into your 
neighborhood and make rescues,” Freeman said. 

Residents were told to be prepared to be away 
from their homes for as many as five days.

The CTA made an offer Wednesday that its 
labor unions could refuse, and they quickly 
did: Give back a 3.5 percent pay raise this year in 
return for reducing employee layoffs and major 
cuts in bus and rail service set to begin Feb. 7. 

The standoff threatens to cost 1,067 union 
and 100 nonunion employees their jobs as the 
CTA whittles away at a $300 million budget 
deficit that is caused mainly by tax-revenue 
declines linked to the recession. 

But the public stands to feel much of the pain 
in less than three weeks when there will be lon- 
ger waits between buses on 119 routes, 41 bus 
routes will have shorter hours and nine express 
bus routes will be eliminated. 

The extent of the inconvenience will depend 
on the routes riders take and the time of day 
they travel, officials said. All overnight “owl” 
service on buses and trains will be maintained 
to serve third-shift workers. 

The agency plans to take out of service 287 
buses in a fleet of about 2,000 vehicles. It 
remained unclear whether the downsizing of 
CTA bus operations will continue beyond this 
year as the transit agency adapts to living within 
its means during tough times for the economy 
CTA buses provide about 1 million of the 
1.7 million rides taken on the system. 

In addition to the bus cuts, service will run 
less frequently on seven of the eight CTA rail 
lines, officials said. 

Union leaders reacted angrily to the agency’s 
final proposal Wednesday, charging that CTA 
management is bloated with bureaucrats who 
should lose their jobs first. 

Darrell Jefferson, president of the union rep- 
resenting CTA bus drivers and bus mechanics, 
said each bus garage had five managers when he 


WHAT ABOUT FREE RIDES? 

Ongoing free rides for senior citizens and 
other categories of riders account for a 
big source of lost revenue-more than 
$60 million a year, officials said. The CTA 
provided 68 million free rides in the first 
11 months of 2009, said Karen Walker, CTA 
chief financial officer. That’s an increase of 
16.8 million free rides compared with the 
same period in 2008, she said. 

was hired in 1994 and today there are 20 manag- 
ers at each facility. 

“The/re having lunch all day, I guess,” he 
said. “There’s not enough paperwork for all of 
them.” 

CTA President Richard Rodriguez said 
Jefferson’s assertions are “completely untruth- 
ful.” CTA officials, meanwhile, vented frus- 
tration over the unions’ lack of willingness to 
accept contract concessions at a time when 
nonunion employees are enduring more unpaid 
days in 2010, on top of their fourth straight year 
without a salary increase. 

“Our unionized workers have not contribut- 
ed to solving this problem,” CTA board mem- 
ber Jacquelyne Grimshaw said at the agency’s 
monthly board meeting. Outside the transit 
agency’s headquarters, off-duty CTA employ- 
ees marched, banged on drums, carried protest 
signs and chanted, “Yes, we can.” 

The layoffs and service cuts are projected 
to save the CTA $95.6 million. Freezing sala- 
ries and increasing the number of furlough and 
unpaid holidays for nonunion employees is esti- 
mated to reduce the deficit by $32 million. In 
addition, $90 million in capital-improvement 
funds are being shifted to the operating budget, 
which helps reduce the deficit but delays much- 


needed repairs. 

Planned fare increases that would have 
increased the cost of a single ride to as high 
as $3 would have raised $83.3 million. But 
Gov Pat Quinn brokered a deal in which 
the Regional Transportation Authority will 
increase the amount of money it borrows by 
issuing bonds and the state will pay some of 
the costs of servicing that debt in exchange for 
the CTA promising to hold off on fare hikes 
for two years. 

“The only party that has yet to step to the 
table to assist us, unfortunately, is the unions,” 
CTA Chairman Terry Peterson said. 

He said the agency could start reinstat- 
ing service, starting with the 41 bus routes 
slated to operate fewer hours each day, if the 
unions agreed to return their 3.5 percent sal- 
ary increase. The pay hike will cost the CTA 
$20 million. The next priority would be to add 
back the nine express bus routes, Peterson 
said. 

“The budget is skewed by labor costs,” 
Rodriguez said. “Our operating costs must be 
reduced.” 

But Jefferson, the bus union chief, said his 
membership has made recent concessions in 
pension and health care coverage. 

“I would love to help the CTA, but I see that 
help is a one-way street,” he said. “We are at a 
stalemate. Opening the contract is just out of 
the question.” 

Several members of the public signed up to 
address CTA board members Wednesday and 
ask them to rescind the service cuts and layoffs. 

Phyllis Palmer, business manager of a hom- 
eowners association on the Far South Side, said 
the planned belt-tightening will reduce service 
by 30 percent south of 95th Street. She said

it would be a cruel blow, coming on top 
of service reductions dating to 1998 and 
conditions today where “riders continue 
to wait at oftentimes cold corners, where 
no bus shelters or minimum travel options 
exist.”

A fifth teen charged with murder in the 
beating death of Fenger High School stu- 
dent Derrion Albert was in the second 
of two groups caught on videotape beat- 
ing and kicking him. Lapoleon Colbert 
confessed in a videotaped statement to 
being part of the attack, prosecutors said 
Wednesday 

Colbert, 19, was charged Wednesday with 
first-degree murder in connection to the 
Sept. 24 death in front of a Roseland com- 
munity center soon after the school day 
ended, according to Sally Daly, a spokes- 
woman for the Cook County state’s attor- 
ney’s office. Colbert was among the second 
of two groups of teens who attacked Albert 
during the melee, prosecutors said. 

Colbert, who Chicago police said lives

in the 0-99 block of West 113th Street, 
appeared before Cook County Criminal 
Court Judge Adam Bougeois for a bond hear- 
ing at midday and was ordered held without 
bail.

Footage of Albert’s death, captured on a 


camcorder, caused a firestorm after it was 
circulated over the Internet and to news 
outlets nationwide. 

Colbert was identified on that foot- 
age as one of the 16 -year-old’s attackers, 
Assistant State’s Attorney Kevin DeBoni 
told Bourgeois. Colbert also gave a video- 
taped confession admitting he was one of 
the attackers in the fight, DeBoni said. 

But Colbert’s defense attorney, Michael 
Clancy, arguing for bail to be set, said 
Colbert had no criminal history prior to the 
melee, for which he previously was charged 
with aggravated battery Because Colbert 
had not waived his constitutional right to 
an attorney when he gave the confession, 
Clancy raised the possibility that the vid- 
eotaped confession would be barred from 
being introduced at trial.

Powerful 

aftershock 

terrifies 

Haitians 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti A powerful 
aftershock sent Haitians scream- 
ing into the streets Wednesday, collaps- 
ing buildings, cracking roads and adding 
to the trauma of a nation stunned by an 
apocalyptic quake last week. 

The magnitude-5.9 jolt matched the 
strongest of the aftershocks that have 
followed the huge quake Jan. 12 that dev- 
astated Haiti’s capital. 

The new temblor collapsed seven 
buildings in Petit- Go ave, the seaside 
town closest to the epicenter, according 
to Mike Morton of the U.N. Disaster 
Assessment and Coordination agency 

There were no reports of people 
crushed or trapped, perhaps because the 
earlier quake frightened most people into 
sleeping outside. 

Hundreds of thousands of Haitians 
remain homeless, hungry and in mourn- 
ing— most still waiting for the benefits 
of a nearly $1 billion global aid campaign 
that has brought hundreds of doctors and 
thousands of troops to the impoverished 
Caribbean nation. 

The death toll from the first earth- 
quake was estimated at 200,000, accord- 
ing to Haitian government figures.

When was the last time the Hawks 
were this good? 

Let’s put it this way: You were much 

younger and perhaps better-looking then. The Hawks haven’t been in 
first place in their division this late in the season since 1992. They have 
not won the Stanley Cup since 1961, the longest current champion- 
ship dry spell in the NHL, which makes them, loosely, the wintertime 
indoor sports equivalent of the Cubs. 

Are the Hawks cursed like the Cubs? 

No, there is no Billy Goat or Bartman or anything like that. But for you 
pessimists and conspiracy theorists, we offer the tale of Marian Hossa. 
Back in 2008, Hossa was on the Penguins team that lost to the Detroit 
RedWings in the Stanley Cup final. Frustrated, Hossa left Pittsburgh 
and signed with the Red Wings— who then lost in the Cup final last 
spring to his former team, the Penguins. Frustrated again, Hossa left 
Detroit and signed with the Blackhawks last summer. If you are the kind 
of person who believes bad news comes in threes, well ... 

Why are the Hawks so good now? 

They had two high draft picks in successive seasons (are you listening, 
Bears fans?) and spent them on Jonathan Toews and Patrick Kane, two 
of the best young forwards in the game. They have perhaps the league’s 
top defensive tandem in Duncan Keith and Brent Seabrook. The goal- 
tending was a potential weak spot, but so far Cristobal Huet and his 
backup, Antti Niemi, have played well, even very well at times. The 
addition of the aforementioned Hossa was huge. 
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With the Blackhawks holding the NHL’s best record 
and local interest in hockey on the rise, here’s a primer 
on some of the basic terminology of the game.

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HAT TRICK 

When a player scores three goals in a 
game, that’s a hat trick. Fans (this means 
you) celebrate this by tossing their hats 
onto the ice.

- ICING 

If a player shoots the puck from outside his 
blue line and beyond the goal line of the 
opposing team-out of the reach of other 
players-that’s icing. Once a player (other 
than the goalie) from the other team touches 
the puck, the play is whistled dead and 
the teams face off in the defensive 
zone of the offending team. 
Icing is allowed when 
your team is 

shorthanded. 


POWER 
PLAY 

When a team has 
a player (or players) in 
the penalty box, the team 
with more players on the ice 
is said to be on the power play. 


OFFSIDE 

A player on the attacking team 
must not precede the puck across 
the blue line. If he does, the play is 
whistled offside, and the teams then 
face off in the neutral zone. 


SHOOTOUT 

If a game is tied after three periods, the teams play a five-minute overtime period with one 
fewer player on the ice per side. If the game remains tied after overtime, it is decided by a 
shootout-a series of one-on-one scoring attempts. If the teams are still tied after the first three 
rounds, the shootout continues until one team scores and the other doesn’t. Note: There are no 
shootouts in the playoffs. 


Why is there a big, empty space on the 
February schedule? 

The NHL is shutting down for two full weeks 
so its players can participate in the Winter 
Olympics in Vancouver. 

The Hawks are called an “Original Six” team. 
What does that mean? 

For most of its formative years, the NHL 
consisted of just six teams: the Boston Bruins, 
Detroit RedWings, Montreal Canadiens, 

New York Rangers, Toronto Maple Leafs and 
the Blackhawks. 

What’s the deal with all the cheering during the 
national anthem? 


As far as anyone can tell, this dates to a playoff 
series against the Edmonton Oilers in 1985. 
The Hawks lost the first two games on the 
road and then returned to Chicago Stadium 
for Game 3. Wanting to inspire the team, the 
fans began cheering during the anthem. It 
became a tradition that gained momentum 
and, eventually, national attention when the 
Hawks were hosts to the NHL All-Star Game 
in 1991 during the early days of the Gulf War. 

Should I wear a Blackhawks jersey in public? 

Yes, especially if you have not lost the weight 
you vowed to lose in your annual New Year’s 
“resolutions.” The long, roomy cut can conceal 
a lot, but don’t ever— ever— tuck the jersey in.
